THE NET PRICE SYSTEM AND ITS 
RELATION TO AUTHORS. 


THE reform movement in the booktrade 
has been fortunate in that it has had prac- 
tically everything in its favor, and has met 
with no active opposition from the two 
sources that at the start seriously threatened 
the reform movement in England, and that, 
fifty years ago, actually made reform impos- 
sible in that country. We refer to the gen- 
eral public and to the authors. Thanks to 
the prevailing conservative element in the 
American Publishers’ Association, the inter- 
ests of the bookbuying public were kept in 
mind from the start; and the retail prices 
were adjusted so that no hostile criticism was 
possible. In this adjustment of prices under 
the new conditions it was inevitable that in a 
few exceptional instances prices must be 
slightly raised, just as it was a foregone con- 
clusion that prices in general must be lowered, 
so that, on an average, the change has been a 
benefit to the bookbuyer, although in the ex- 
ceptional cases this sometimes hardly appears 
to be true. 

The author being more directly interested 
in the welfare of the booktrade than any 
other agent, realized years ago that under the 
old conditions his chances for compensation 
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were growing steadily more uncertain. He 
was, therefore, unlike his English brother, 
ready for any change that gave promise of 
an improvement in his condition. That a 
fair proportion of authors are heartily in 
sympathy with the reform movement inau- 
gurated by the American Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation and the American Booksellers’ As- 
sociation may be gathered from the following 
article that appeared in the February issue 
of the American Author. We print the ar- 
ticle in full, refraining from correcting cer- 
tain statements that either minimize or ex- 
aggerate certain facts well known to our 
constituents : 


It would seem to be of the utmost impor- 
tance for authors to consider, whether it is 
for their interest to allow their books to be 
sold as merchandise, regardless of price, or 
whether they should establish a price and 
cause that price to be maintained. 

The right of authors to fix the prices at 
which their books shall be sold, and to cause 
those prices to be maintained, cannot be ques- 
tioned, since the federal copyright laws grant 
them an absolute monopoly in the manufac- 
ture and sale of their books, during the life 
of the copyright. The only considerations 
that should have weight in deciding this mat- 
ter are those of expediency and self-interest. 
Which policy will yield the best returns to 
them? Having decided this matter, the proper 
attitude for authors to assume toward a net 
price system will be apparent. 

In considering this question, it is necessary 
to distinguish between a new book, which is 
the creation of a single mind, and for which 
there is no known demand, on the one hand, 
and common articles of merchandise on the 
other hand. 

The demand for articles of food and cloth- 
ing, and for the common necessities of life, 
as coal for heating, oil for lighting, etc., is 
constant and comparatively well known. The 
supply of such commodities is practically un- 
limited, and is, or should be, governed only 
by the demand. Writers on political economy 
early recognized the law of supply and de- 
mand, and they urged that no artificial re- 
straint should be put upon the natural opera- 
tion of this law. Indeed the wisdom of this 
policy has become so apparent, that both fed- 
eral and state authorities have sought to for- 
bid, by statutes, the forming of combinations 
for the purpose of limiting the supply of com- 
mon necessities and forcing prices above a 
natural level. 

On the other hand, there is no natural de- 
mand for new and unknown books. Even 
Solomon, with all his wisdom, lamented that, 
“Of the making of books there is no end.” 
But as long as civilization advances, as long 
as human interest and knowledge broaden 
and deepen, so long will new books continue 
to multiply; and the proportion in which they 
multiply will be found to correspond pre- 
cisely with the advancement of civilization, 
and the broadening and deepening of human 
knowledge and human interest. 
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The rule that governs the multiplication of 
books is perhaps analogous to the rule that 
governs the multiplication of municipal laws. 
In a primitive state of society only a few laws 
are necessary; but as civilization advances, it 
is necessary to differentiate in defining the 
rights and immunities of citizenship, and mu- 
nicipal laws are multiplied accordingly. 

From the above it would appear that the 
field for authorship is constantly broadening, 
and that no author need feel discouraged be- 
cause so many books are being published. 
One has only to thoroughly master his sub- 
ject, and then write with care. Work done 
in this way will be sure to find appreciative 
readers, if properly brought to their attention. 

But can the author of such a book hope to 
market it successfully as a piece of general 
merchandise? No publisher is willing to 
spend much money in advertising a special 
book; and no general merchant is willing to 
handle a book for which there is not a ready 
demand, so that he can turn it into money 
within a few days, or a few weeks at the 
outside. Indeed, general advertising cannot 
help the sale of a special book to any great 
extent. Persons who buy special books are 
not influenced by such general statements as 
usually characterize publishers’ advertise- 
ments; while newspaper critics and reviewers, 
having little or no knowledge of the subject, 
will either mention it in general terms, or, 
failing to appreciate it, will condemn it and 
try to kill its sale. Such a book can be mar- 
keted only through professional booksellers, 
who put it on their shelves and show it to 
persons interested in the general subject, or 
who, familiar with descriptive catalogues, will 
interest a prospective customer in the book, 
and take their chances in ordering a copy for 
him. 

It was for this reason that the profession 
of bookselling was long ago established in 
every civilized country; and in no country to- 
day is the trained bookseller more keenly ap- 
preciated or more thoroughly protected than 
in scientific Germany. 

No one, who observes the millions of dol- 
lars that are being annually poured into the 
treasuries of our great universities and spe- 
cial schools, can doubt that special books will 
continue to multiply and that the demand for 
professional booksellers will continue to in- 
crease from year to year. As a matter of fact, 
few general merchants, or department stores, 
handle new books as general merchandise for 
profit. Most of them put in a large stock of 
cheap reprints, and then add 250 copies each 
of three or four of the most popular-selling 
new-copyrighted novels. These they buy at 
the largest jobbers’ quantity discount; and 
they sell them often at cost or less, to attract 
to their stores customers who will buy the 
cheap reprints in large quantities. These re- 
prints yield a handsome profit to the depart- 
ment stores; but, having passed the limits of 
the copyright law, they yield not a cent of 
profit to their authors. 

The effect of this practice has been to dis- 
credit the local booksellers, who, having paid 
at least 10 per cent. more than the department 
stores asked for new novels, were unable to 
meet competition. Thus the booksellers, hav- 


ing lost most of their customers through this 
unfair competition, have abandoned the book 
business, or they have left cheap clerks to 
close out the books, while they have put in 
stationery, wallpapers, art and picture frames, 
articles that yield a living profit. 

When the leading publishers noted this fact, 
they realized that, by allowing such a condi- 
tion to continue they were “killing the goose” 
from which they derived their “golden eggs.” 
They organized the American Publishers’ As- 
sociation, and established the net price sys- 
tem. 

It is confidently asserted that, if the reform 
movement had not been undertaken some two 
years ago, which resulted in the net price 
system, more than half the booksellers now in 
the business would already have abandoned 
it. This would certainly have been a calamity 
for authors as well as for publishers, for the 
reason that comparatively few general mer- 
chants, in dry-goods stores and department 
stores, handle books more than two or three 
months in a year, approaching the holiday 
season; and even then they carry only cheap 
reprints of standard books, and a few new- 
copyrighted novels. 

From what has been said it must be ap- 
parent that authors of special books and au- 
thors of new-copyrighted novels, who have 
not yet gained great popularity, cannot hope 
to market their books through general stores 
and without the aid of booksellers. It would 
seem that these two classes of authors may 
and rightfully should insist on having their 
books published under the net price system. 

If any class of authors could market their 
books as general merchandise, through de- 
partment stores, and without the aid of book- 
sellers, it would be that limited class of very 
successful authors of new-copyrighted novels, 
that have sold up into the hundreds of thou- 
sands, and whose books are in such general 
demand that they can be sold on the name of 
the author. 

But such authors really have less use for a 
publisher than for booksellers. Such authors 
could take their manuscripts to a manufac- 
turer and have their books made, without the 
assistance of a publisher. A competent sales 
agent or manager could be employed, at a 
moderate salary, to attend to the advertising, 
and to place the books with great jobbers of 
dry-goods, who in turn would sell them to 
all department stores and dry-goods stores 
throughout the country, that handle books. 

It is said that more than three hundred 
thousand copies of “The Crisis,” by Winston 
Churchill, were sold within the first six 
months after it was published. Is it probable 
that the name of the publisher contributed in 
any degree to the sale of this book by an au- 
thor so deservedly popular? It is certainly 
interesting to speculate as to whether Mr. 
Churchill could not have realized $50,000, or 
indeed, $100,000 more from the sale of this 
book by employing at a moderate salary a 
competent publication manager, such as is 
employed by first-class publishers, to attend 
to the business. 

Again, it is not improbable that an author, 
so well established as Mr. Churchill, would 
have no difficulty in placing his manuscript

with two or three first-class publishers. If 
competition by merchants, in the reduction of 
retail prices, is thought to stimulate sales, it 
is probable that more competition would stim- 
ulate sales still more. Publishers are so anx- 
ious to pick “winners” that it is probable that 
the best of them would be glad to pick a half 
or a third of a “sure winner.” Under such 
a system the retail price would be limited only 
by the mechanical cost of the book, plus the 
author’s royalty. As the department stores 
now compete with each other in the sale of 
books, and often sell at cost or less, so two or 
three publishers, by issuing the same book, 
would, of course, sell it at a profit at first, un- 
til the first cost of production had been recov- 
ered with profit; then as competition increased 
the competing publishers would naturally cut 
their prices closer and closer, until the book 
would finally be sold at nearly what it cost 
the publishers to produce it. Under such cir- 
cumstances a new-copyrighted novel, now 
published at $1.50, might reach the reading 
public at about 50 cents. 

If the cutting of retail prices stimulate 
sales, it would seem proper for publishers, as 
well as booksellers, to compete in cutting 
prices. The only interest for authors is to 
secure the greatest number of sales, on which 
they will be paid a royalty. 

Of the two plans suggested for very pop- 
ular authors, it would seem likely that the 
first or personal agent would yield best re- 
turns to such authors. 

However, the writer confesses a preference 
for the old-fashioned method of selecting a 
responsible publisher and placing the manu- 
script with him for publication at a given 
price, with a royalty based upon the estab- 
lished retail price. ' 

As long as the publisher continues to make 
a fair profit, he will continue to advertise and 
push the sale of the book. The same is 
equally true of the bookseller. But as soon 
as the retail price is cut below the profit line 
the dealer ceases to re-order it, and, the 
“craze” having died out, the publisher is 
powerless to continue its sale. This reduces 
the life of the book to one or two years, at 
the outside; and it would seem to work in- 
justice to the best of authors, as well as to 
those who have not yet succeeded in writing a 
popular book. 

In England publishers and authors have 
come to realize that a good book should have 
a permanent sale, and they are agitating the 
desirability of a permanent copyright law, in 
order than an author and his heirs and as- 
signs may be permanently protected in the 
enjoyment of the fruits of his tabor. But it 
will be useless to perpetuate the copyright of 
fiction, if its price is to continue to be cut for 
advertising purposes by department stores, as 
has been done in recent years, since it is im- 
possible to keep a book long on the market, 
unless it yields a profit to dealers. 

The leading American publishers seem to 
be coming to a full realization of this fact, 
for they have formed an association and es- 
tablished a net price system. 

It is said that a few publishers are still 
holding back, with the hope of selling their 
books to booksellers, and then inducing de- 





partment stores to order the books in large 
quantities, and “cut and shave” them for ad- 
vertising purposes. But it is probable that 
this cannot be continued much longer, as the 
booksellers of the country have formed a 
powerful association which they are enthu- 
siastically supporting; and they have formed 
a compact, in which they agree not to buy, 
nor put in stock, nor offer for sale, the books 
of any publisher who declines to co-operate 
with them in the maintenance of net prices. 

Under the circumstances it would be unfor- 
tunate for an author to place his books with 
a publisher who is out of favor with the 
Booksellers’ Association, for the department 
stores would be unwilling to handle a book 
that was not on sale by booksellers, as in that 
case there would be no one to undersell; and 
the sale of the book would be no longer val- 
uable for advertising purposes. 

Considering these facts, it would seem spe- 
cially desirable for authors to unite at once 
with us in forming a strong association, for 
the protection of their mutual interests. It 
is probable that if such a movement were 
made by authors they would receive that 
same effective support from the American 
Booksellers’ Association that has been given 
by that worthy organization to the founders 
of the American Publishers’ Association. Can 
authors afford longer to delay action on this 
burning question? 


RECORD PRICES AT AUCTION. 


THE sale of books at Sotheby’s rooms, on 
March 20, was one of the most remarkable 
that have taken place for years. A great 
commotion was caused by the competition for 
a copy of Caxton’s “The Ryal or Royall 
Book,” which Caxton translated and printed 
in 1484. The bidding started at £1005, and 
went up rapidly. There was a keen duel be- 
tween B. F. Stevens and Quaritch for the 
treasure, which was ultimately secured by 
Quaritch for $11,125. A copy was sold last 
year to an American collector for $7750, which 
up to that time was considered a record price, 
But the difference in this last instance is 
fully justified by the beautiful condition of 
the copy, one of five known, which was en- 
tirely uncropped as issued from Caxton’s 
Westminster Press. 

Mr. Quaritch was also fortunate in beating 
ali competitors for another Caxton. The 
rarity was “An indulgence issued by the au- 
thority of Pope Sixtus the Fourth for assist- 
ance against the Turks,” printed by Caxton 
in 1481. For this Mr. Quaritch paid $1325. 

At the same sale Charles Lamb’s yellow- 
covered book, “The King and Queen of 
Hearts,” fetched the amazing price of £222. 
A first folio Shakespeare sold for £620. 





TRANSLATIONS OF THE BIBLE. 


Or the 478 ancient and modern translations 
of the Bible, according to the Review of Re- 
views, 456 have been made by missionaries, 
and the annual circulation in what are known 
as mission fields is over three and a quarter 
millions of volumes, largelv portions, but with 
nearly ninety-five thousand entire Bibles. 
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A RIVAL TO GUTENBERG’S 
“DONATUS.” 


THE newly-formed Gutenberg-Gesellschaft 
at Mayence announces as its first publication 
a facsimile of the printed fragment discov- 
ered last year in the National Library at 
Wiesbaden, which is asserted to be the oldest 
product extant of Gutenberg’s press. This 
honor has hitherto been claimed for the so- 
ciety called “Donatus,” in the National Li- 
brary at Paris, which bears the date 1451. 
The recent find, which originally belonged to 
the monastery at Schénau, is a portion of an 
astronomical calendar, with exact indications 
of the ephemerides, the phases of moon, the 
sun and the planets. It was submitted to the 
inspection of Professor Bauschinger, the di- 
rector of the Astronomical Institute in Ber- 
lin, who declared that it was undoubtedly 
calculated for the year 1448. 

In addition to the almanac, the volume to 
be published by the Gutenberg-Gesellschaft 
will contain facsimiles of similar early pieces 
with an explanatory text. The object of the 
publications of the society is to provide 
material for further investigation, by pub- 
lishing faithful and exact reproductions with 
the necessary explanations. It is intended 
to offer to members of the Gutenberg- 
Gesellschaft one such volume annually in ad- 
dition to the annual reports of the Gutenberg 
Museum, which will also contain important 
communications from the same field. These 
publications will be issued to members only, 
and will not be procurable through the trade. 


RABELAITSIANA, 


AN interesting contribution to the bibliog- 
raphy of Rabelais seems to be made by the 
sale in Paris, for $2975, of an edition of his 
great work which was printed in Lyons in 
1565. It has hitherto been generally supposed 
that the first complete edition of the five 
books of “Gargantua” and “Pantagruel” was 
that which Jean Martin published in Lyons 
in 1567. Although this was fourteen years 
after the supposed date of the author’s death, 
his work was extremely popular; bibliog- 
raphers have traced at least sixty editions 
printed before the end of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. “It is therefore not at all surprising,” 
says the editor of the English Library Asso- 
ciation Record, “that there should have been 
earlier editions which have quite or almost 
perished, literally thumbed to pieces by gen- 
erations of eager readers. It is practically 
certain that some peculiarities in the dates of 
the first publication of the separate books are 
to be thus explained, otherwise we have to 
believe that Rabelais wrote the second book 
of his great work before the first. But it is 
simpler to suppose, with M. Moland and near- 
ly all the authorities, that some of the earliest 
editions are still unknown to bibliographers. 
They may still exist, of course, in some old 
dusty library, and come to light as this earliest 
of the complete editions seems to have done. 
Nothing more, by the way, will be heard of 
the very early edition of the fifth book of 
Rabelais—dated 1549—which a Munich book- 
seller announced that he had discovered some 
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time ago. A learned student of Rabelais has 
since demonstrated that the book was not his 
at all, but the work of some unscrupulous im- 
itator trading on the popularity of the ‘Gar- 
gantua’ and ‘Pantagruel.’” 


THE END OF THE NOVEL. 


ScIENCE and the stern reality of life, ac- 
cording to the St. Petersburg Novoye 
Vremya, “are bound to destroy the novel. 
It is out of harmony with the scientific and 
materialistic spirit of the age. The more 
industrial and strenuous a nation is, the 
fewer novelists has she; only the backward, 
the passive, the visionary peoples produce 
great novelists. The fable, the national tale, 
the folk-song have died. Why not the novel? 
It, too, is subject to the law of evolution. It 
has seen its acme, its highest point, and is on 
the decline.”

OBITUARY NOTES. 


ProFessorR CHARLES W. Kemper, of the 
University of Virginia, well known as an edu- 
cator and as the author of “Kemper’s Text- 
book on Mechanics,” died on the 25th inst., 
at Cuckoo, Va. 


Witt1AM F. Anprus, for forty-five years 
connected with the Methodist Book Concern 
and for a quarter of a century its superin- 
tendent, died on the 23d inst. in his seventy- 
fifth year at his home, 209 Keap Street, Wil- 
liamsburg, N. Y. He was born in Oneida 
voy and came to New York when he was 
a boy. 


C. OsporNE Warp, who wrote a num- 
ber of books on labor and socialism, died 
March 19, at Yuma, Arizona. He was born 
in 1832 in the Western part of New York 
State, his family removing to Chicago two 
years later. Mr. Ward was educated at Ober- 
lin College, and early became interested in the 
cause of the workingman. He made several 
trips of research to Europe, and was a corre- 
spondent of The New York Tribune under 
Horace Greeley. His first important book, 
“A Labor Catechism of Political Economy,” 
(1877,) had a large sale among the working 
classes. His lectures in various parts of the 
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country aroused enthusiasm. In them he ad- 
vocated the formation of a political party for 
workingmen on a platform of Government 
ownership of railroads, telegraphs, and tele- 
phones and other radical principles. In 1885 
he was appointed translator in the United 
States Bureau of Labor, which position he held 
at the time of his death. His others works 
are “Our Tragedy,” a dramatic poem, 
(1881;) “The Equilibration of Human Apti- 
tudes,” (1895;) and a history of the ancient 
working people, entitled “The Ancient 
Lowly.” The first volume of this work ap- 
peared in 1893, and was entitled “Irascibility 
and Concupiscence;” the second in 1901, en- 
titled “Origins of Socialism.” Mr. Ward 
made trips to Europe in 1892 and 1896, and 
investigated in Greece, Turkey, and Palestine 
the numerous recently found inscriptions 
bearing upon the subject matter in his last 
work. The labor of producing the second 
volume of “The Ancient Lowly” undermined 
his health, and in January last he went to 
Yuma, hoping to be benefited by a change of 
climate. Lester F. Ward, the eminent scien- 
tist and author, is a brother of the deceased. 


CHARLES G. Sower, president of the Chris- 
topher Sower Company, publishers of school 
books, died at his home, 1926 Arch Street, 
Philadelphia, early on Sunday morning, 
March 23, of angina pectoris. Mr. Sower 
was born in Norristown, Pa., November 21, 
1821. He was fifth in descent from Chris- 
toph Saur, (or Christopher Sower, as he 
printed his name in the imprints to his Eng- 
lish books,) a tailor of Westphalia, who set- 
tled in Germantown, Pa., in 1726, and estab- 
lished the first type foundry and the first 
manufactory of printer’s ink in America, as 
well as a printing office and paper mill, and 
who is celebrated for having published in 
German three editions of the Bible and Bun- 
yan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress” before either had 
been published in America in English; and 
fourth in descent from Christopher Sower 2d, 
also famous as a Colonial printer, as a bishop 
of the Dunker church in Germantown, and 
as the introducer of cast iron stoves in Amer- 
ica. His grandfather, David Sower, Sr., and 
his father, David Sower, Jr., continued print- 
ing and publishing in Philadelphia and Ger- 
mantown, and then removed to Norristown, 
where Charles G. Sower began to prepare for 
the succession by entering his father’s store 
in 1836. In 1842 he succeeded his father as 
head of the business, and in 1844 he removed 
it to Philadelphia, where it was continued 
under the firm names successively of Sower 
& Barnes; Sower, Barnes & Co.; Sower, 
Barnes & Potts; and Sower, Potts & Co. 
Finally, in 1888, just one hundred and fifty 
years after the founding of the business, the 
firm was incorporated as the Christopher 
Sower Company, and soon after removed to 
614 Arch Street, where it has since continued. 
Charles G. Sower has remained at the head 
of the business since 1842. Mr. Sower was a 
life member of the Historical Society of Penn- 
sylvania, the German Society of Philadelphia, 
the Academy of Natural Sciences of Phila- 
delphia, and other liberal and educational in- 
stitutions. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


Mrs. Frances Hopcson Burnetr Town- 
SEND is at present at work on a new play. 
After its completion she will take up her next 
novel, “The Destiny of Bettina,” which is to 
be published by the Frederick A. Stokes Com- 
pany. 

FREDERIC HARRISON has retired to private 
life. He has been a very busy man many 
years, and is still a very active one at nearly 
seventy-one. But hereafter he intends to 
leave the drudgery of expounding Positivism 
to younger men, and dwell in the country. 


GEORGE WHARTON JAMES, the author and 
scientist, is one of those fortunate individuals 
who has had the privilege of reading of his 
own death in the newspapers. Mr. James, 
according to one account, was fatally bitten 
in a desperate battle with a gigantic rattle- 
snake in a curiosity shop in Phcenix, Arizona, 
February 1. As the author of “In and Around 
the Grand Canyon” is to lecture in Boston at 
an early date, the report of his demise is pre- 
mature, to say the least. 


TueE Philadelphia Authors’ Club, at a sec- 
ond meeting held at the Art Club last week, 
decided to be known as the Franklin Gun 
Club. It was also resolved to use the $6000 
pledged toward the purchase of a home for 
the new organization in buying the house at 
1218 Chancellor Street, which will be at once 
prepared for the club’s use. Cyrus Townsend 
Brady, Owen Wister and Joseph H. Coates 
were elected vice-presidents, the last named 
to represent the publishers, and a motion was 
approved limiting the resident membership 
to 200. 


ARTHUR LUMLEY is at work on a publica- 
tion to be entitled “Early Illustrators of New 
York.” He gives a series of reminiscences 
from his experiences of art life, and de- 
scribes the illustrated work that existed in 
the United States from about 1848 to the 
present time, showing how the treatment of 
the black-and-white illustrations kept chang- 
ing in its character as American life grew 
broader, also adding sketches of the men who 
left their mark and have passed away. Per- 
haps none of our contemporary art workers 
is so well fitted for this task as Mr. Lumley. 
A leading Civil War correspondent for Frank 
Leslie’s, he has, from that time to this, been 
brought into personal contact with all the 
prominent illustrators of the last half century. 


Justice GREENBAUM, of the New York Su- 
preme Court, has issued an order permitting 
the children of Marion Crawford, the author, 
to be known as Eleanor Louisa Elizabeth 
Christophers Marion-Crawford, Harold Fran- 
cis Marion-Crawford, Bertram Berdan Mar- 
ion-Crawford, and Claire Marion-Crawford. 
Their father has long been known to the 
reading public as Marion Crawford, though 
his full name is Francis Marion Crawford. 
The children of the author who have been 
permitted by the court to use the hyphenated 
surname of Marion-Crawford are living tem- 
porarily in Sorrento, Italy. In their petition 
to Justice Greenbaum, which was presented 
through their father, they say: “Your peti- 
tioners, feeling just pride in such literary 
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fame as their father has achieved, desire the 
right to continue the use of the name of their 
father as he is known to the public at large, 
and the interests of your petitioners will be 
a promoted by the change prayed 
or.” 


AUTHorS, according to the New York Sun, 
“like sailors, lawyers, bareback riders, preach- 
ers and balloonists, are wont to declare pa- 
thetically that their own particular profession 
is the most wearing craft in the world. Here 
is one who thinks differently. He is Henry 
Wallace Phillips, who has tried pretty much 
everything else and has fallen back on writ- 
ing, because he says it is the easiest mode of 
making a living yet invented by the human 
brain. Mr. Phillips began as a paperstand 
keeper, gravitated into the furniture business, 
then went into a flour mill, and thence to a 
ranch where he punched cattle and acquired 
a vocabulary (most of which he has been un- 
able to use in print) exhorting government 
mules to keep in the straight and narrow 
path of commerce. Next he became a watch- 
man; then a deputy auditor, feeder in a gold 
stamping plant, prospector, chemist, and cow- 
boy; then went to Boston and landed in a 
wild west show on the strength of his long 
hair and picturesque attire. After a time he 
took to writing, made a hit with some modern 
fables in Life, and presently began to get sto- 
ries accepted by the magazines, and has been 
getting them accepted ever since. His first 
book, ‘Red Saunders,’ which is published this 
week by McClure, Phillips & Co., is born of 
his western experiments.” 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


THe BurEAU OF AMERICAN ReEpustics has 
issued “A list of books, magazine articles 
and maps relating to Central America, in- 
cluding the republics of Costa Rica, Guate- 
mala, Honduras, Nicaragua and Salvador, 
1800-1900,” prepared by P. Lee Phillips, chief 
of Division of Maps and Charts in the Li- 
brary of Congress. (109 p. 8°.) 

W. M. Voynicn’s new catalogue—the sev- 
enth—brings the number of entries up to 
3163, and his extraordinary good luck in se- 
curing little-known and undescribed books 
seems as great as ever. The notes, as the 
London Athenaeum truly says, “are enough 
to make Brunet and all the other bibliogra- 
phers turn in their graves.” Among the Eng- 
lish books printed before 1640 quite the most 
interesting is a copy of G. de la Mothe’s “The 
French Alphabet,” 1595, which was once in the 
possession of W. Herbert, and was described 
by Ames, but which has from that period 
been unseen by any bibliographer, and is at 
the present moment unique. Both titles are 
reproduced in facsimile by Mr. Voynich, the 
book itself having passed into the collection 
of H. Hannen. The catalogue includes over 
eighty books printed at various continental 
centres up to 1500, and over 100 books printed 
between I501 and 1525, many undescribed, and 
only a few of them in the British Museum,

CLEVELAND, O.—The Arthur H. Clark Com- 
pany has just been incorporated for $75,000. 
The company will engage in publishing and 
bookselling, the bookselling being more par- 
ticularly the old, rare and imported books. 
Mr, A. H. Clark, the president of the com- 
pany, was for the past nine years manager of 
the publishing and of the old and rare book 
departments of The Burrows Bros. Co., and 
during the past five years a director of the 
same. Before connecting himself with the 
Burrows Brothers Company he was with A. 
C, McClurg & Co., in Chicago, and previous 
to that with Henry Sotheran & Co., in Lon- 
don, England. : 


Granp Haven, Micu.—Harvey L. White 
has purchased an interest in the book and 
stationery business of D. H. Lane, and the 
firm will be known in the future as Lane & 
White. The concern was started by Mr. Lane 
fourteen years ago, and has become recog- 
nized as one of the leading stores in that 
part of the State. 


New York City.—Frank A. Munsey, pub- 
lisher of Munsey’s Magazine, The Argosy, 
The Washington Daily Times and The New 
York Daily News, announces that he has in- 
corporated his magazine and newspaper in- 
terests under the name of the Frank A, Mun- 
sey Company. The capital stock of the com- 
pany is to be $10,000,000, divided into 100,000 
shares of $100 each. Of this total Mr. Mun- 
sey states that he will retain “at least fifty 
odd thousand shares” for himself, thus as- 
suring to himself control. The balance is 
offered to the public at par. Dividends will 
be paid quarterly, and will begin to accrue 
from April 1, 1902. Apropos of the offer to 
sell, Mr. Munsey says that he has “employed 
no underwriters to dispose of the stock, and 
shall not part with a share at less than par. 
At this price,” adds Mr. Munsey, “it paid me 
last year 7 per cent., and this is a higher rate 
of interest than I should be likely to get on 
anything that is equally good.” In the cir- 
cular containing the terms of the offer it is 
set out that the net profit of Munsey’s Maga- 
zine for the year just closed, 1901, was $608,- 
615.21. The earnings of The Argosy do not 
appear, but it is said that its circulation is 
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now 265,000 copies, and that its net earnings 
for last year were double the amount of the 
preceding year, and that this year they prom- 
ise to be double last year’s figures. The New 
York Daily News, according to the circular, 
has earned for a good many years an average 
net profit of over $100,000 annually. A line of 
expansion marked out for the future of the 
business is the addition of a book section, 
either by the creation of this department or 
by buying out an established business.
